pointments were In the gift of Re¬ 
publican presidents, great pains were 
taken to see that they went to gold or 
anti-Bryan Democrats. Blackburn was 
a strenuous free sIlTer advocate In 
the days when free silver was a vital 
Issue.

“Joe" Bailey Brave and Foolish. 

And speaking of the various sena¬ 
torial "Joes," "Joe" Bailey Is facing 
with characteristic courage and equal¬ 
ly characteristic folly a futile fight 
which may seriously affect his stand¬ 
ing before the country. Before this 
letter Is printed he will probably have 
undertaken the defense of the com¬ 
mittee report whitewashing Senator 
Larimer. The overwhelming sentiment 
In the United States senate 1 b against 
Lorimer and against the pettifogging 
assumption on the part of the major¬ 
ity of the committee that because the 
votes purchased in his behalf and 
proved to have been purchased were 
not entirely essential to bis election 
he is therefore not subject to sena¬ 
torial discipline. This is not regarded 
as either good morals or good politics. 
One would hardly think that from a 
Democratic point of view it would be 
looked upon as good politics for so 
prominent a senator of that parly as 
Bailey to take up the defense of Lor- 
imer, leaving to Senator Beveridge 
the attack upon him. There is a feel¬ 
ing of relief among the Democrats at 
the capital that Senator Robert L. 
Owen, as sterling a Dem crat and per¬ 
haps as able a lawyer as Bailey. In¬ 
troduced a resolution declaring the 
Do rimer elecUon )llega( and void. 
Lorimer did not help his cause by ap¬ 
pearing dally at the senatorial ses¬ 
sions when the question of the recep¬ 
tion of the report on his case and the 
time for debating It were under dis¬ 
cussion. There have been other sena¬ 
tors who faced the same situation that 
he does now, but with one accord they 
showed sufficient tact or refinement 
to absent themselves from the cham- 


election of United States anueton 
would relieve them of great embar 
rassment and possible political disas¬ 
ter. Indiana- Democrats nominated 
John W. Krtfc and before this letter 
can be printed he will In all proba> 
bility be elected without opposition. 
But In the neighboring state of Ohio 
no nomination was made. Nobody 
can tell at this moment who may be 
the next Ohio senator; everybody In 
Washington who observes politics ap 
prebends that the selection may be an 
unfit one. 

Democracy Dreads Tammany Senator. 

It is curious to find In almost all 
the states which the Democratic party 
has carried, senatorial contests which 
may put the party future In serious 
JeoparJy. This Is peculiarly true lot 
New York. In that Empire state the, 
electicn of a senator at the behest of 
Boss Murphy of Tammany would be 
a disaster to the Democratic party of 
the nation. But Tammany does not 
lot many things get away from Its 
clutch and there la little question of 
Its eagerness to control the next sen- 
atorship. Even at that, as a South¬ 
ern senator said to me, "A Tammany 
senator would not be materially 
worse than a Vanderbilt senator. And 
New York has had a Vanderbilt sen¬ 
ator for long years past." He referred 
of course to Chauncey Depew. whose 
period of service as the senatorial 
representative of the New York Cen 
tral lines now approaches Its conelo 
slon. Nevertheless there is a feeling 
here that a machine made sefiator 
rrom New York would be a disaster 
and a grief to the Democracy of the 
nation. 

Washington Favors Judge Parker. 

it the view of the Democrats, and 
ror that matter of the Republicans, 
with whom I have talked, could be 
set forth In full, -they would be to the 
effect that Judge Alton B. Parker Is 
the moat fit Democrat to represent 
New York In the United States sen¬ 
ate. When one recalls how the Dem 
ocratic party deserted Parker in 1904 
the feeling of friendship manifested 
for him In Washington is amazing. 
Of course Washington opinion Is not 
always trustworthy and may not ex¬ 
press the views of the electorate, but 
at this moment among public men 
Judge Parker is looked upon with gen¬ 
uine admiration and respect. His 
election to the senate would be hailed 
with real enthusiasm and his Insist¬ 
ence that he cannot be a candldats 
Is noted-with sincere regret. 

Talk of Reapportionment. 

There Is an element of humor about 
the varying propositions for the con 
gressional re-apportionment which 
must be made at this short session as 
a result of the new census. Until the 
recent election showed a tendency on 
the part of the country toward the 
Democratic party the Republicans who 
still control toe government were 
very certain that the- present house 
of representatives with 391 members 
was unwieldly and too large to be a 
true deliberative body When the elec¬ 
tions gave to the Democrats a ma¬ 
jority In the house of sixty-five the Re¬ 
publican politicians stopped to con¬ 
sider. As the population returns came 
In from the census bureau they dis¬ 
covered that any material Increase In 
the ratio of apportionment would re 
suit in a heavy loss of congressmen 
from those eastern and middle west- 
tern states which have always been 
distinctly Republican Vermont and 
New Hampshire would lose, so too 
would Kansas and Iowa, so that it Is 
not a sectional proposition, but pure¬ 
ly a political one. Today there is one 
congressman to every 195.000 people 
If the number of representatives were 
maintained at 391 It would be prac¬ 
tically One to every 265.000. On dis¬ 
covering this fact the committee on 
censns. eleven of whom come from 
states which would lose one or more 
representatives, each, concluded that 
nfter all the house of representatives 
was not too large, and the committee 
recommendation to the house Is to 
be that the membership be increased 
to 435 tiembers That will be one 
member to each 211,700 people. Of 
course' this sudden change of front 
on the part of the dominant party 
awakens a little merriment on the 
part of the recently minority party 
Nevertheless there Is no serious criti¬ 
cism of It. Certainly to represent 
211.700 people In congress Is a suffi¬ 
cient task for any one man To rep¬ 
resent as was suggested 265.000 peo¬ 
ple would be on Impossibility. While 
the Democrats may seek to make 
some capital out of the Republican 
change of front I do not believe there 
will be any serious opposition to the 
apportionment as Ntr Crumpackcr. 
chairman of the committee, has now 
planned It. Furthermore there will 
bo no loss of scats to any states 
whatever Its politics, and a precedent 
ts set which in the futare may be of 
advantage to either party. The mere 
fact that this year the losses In popu¬ 
lation. or the failure to lt»crease In 
population occurred altogether In 
rockribbed Republican states was due 
to certain economic conditions and 
not to political conditions. Ten years 
from now this situation might be re¬ 
versed and It Is w-fl according even 
to the ideas of the Democratic lead¬ 
ers that no precedent shall be set by 
which a state shall be deprived of any 
part of the representation it has had.

BLACKBURN MAY ‘COME BACK’ 


Senate Would Welcome the Veterar 
Kentuckian—Roosevelt Still Real 
Lsader of His Party—Conditions 
Ripe for Democratic Victory.

Washington.—Just after the swift 
selection by the caucus of the 
Democratic members of the Ohio 
legislature of Atlee Pomerene as the 
party nominee for the United States 
aenatorehlp, 1 was sitting with Gover¬ 
nor Harmon in his office. The gover¬ 
nor was naturally exultant, not be¬ 
cause he bad taken an active part In 
the Pomerene nomination, for aa a 
matter of fact he had kept hands off 
as far aa a man bolding hla dominat¬ 
ing position In the Democratic party 
of the state could. I have been unable 
to ascertain that he ever urged any 
member of the caucus to vote for any 
one of the twelve candidates. In fact, 
he himself tol<f me this. Naturally, 
however, the fact that Mr. Pomerene 
was on the ticket with Governor Har¬ 
mon led many of the representatives 
and state senators to feel that his se¬ 
lection would not be unpleaslng to the 
head of the state ticket. But what in¬ 
terested me most In the governor's 
conversation of the moment was his 
comment on the way In which the 
nomination by caucus and election by 
the Btate legislature had worked out. 

It will be remembered that prior to 
the state election Mr. Bryan made a 
veiled attack upon Governor Harmon 
for not exerting his Influence-to force 
the nomination of a senator In the 
state convention. He asserted that it 
was probably a deal in behalf of John 
R. McLean, whose name is anathema 
to the NebraskaD, and be warmly ap¬ 
plauded Governor Marshall for forc¬ 
ing a direct nomination- in Indiana. 

Caucus Plan Worked Well. 

Said Governor Harmon: "Don't 
you think that the orderly procedure 
of this caucus and Its virtual unanim¬ 
ity shows that the oid-fasbioned Demo¬ 
cratic method of electing a senator In 
* Democratic conference or caucus 
still has Its merits? There has been 
here no trading or log rolling. A sen 
ator is essentially an officer of the 
United States, although he of course 
represents his own state in the na¬ 
tional government But bad a man 
been nominated in the Democratic 
convention it would have been neces¬ 
sary for him to make the fight in the 
state on national Issues. This was a 
state elecUon and we won on state 
Issues. Mr. Pomerene gained the good 
will of the Ohio Democrats and has 
been nominated by them on the first 
ballot It seems to me an orderly pro¬ 
cedure and one within the line of 
Democratic precedent. Is the spectacle 
presented in New Jersey today after 
the so-called primaries a mors impres¬ 
sive or a more orderly one than that 
In Ohio? For that matter is the In¬ 
diana situation, out of which I have 
no doubt the ultimate election of Mr. 
Kern will proceed, as satisfactory as 
that In our own state? 1 have heard 
of a distinguished senator from the 
Pacific coast who retired because be 
could not afford to make one fight to 
carry the primaries and another to 
carry the legislature. Mr. Pomerene 
spent little money, for of that there 
was no need." 

Pomerene a Popular Choice. 

Governor Harmon evidently did not 
mean to attack the Idea of either di¬ 
rect primaries or the election of sen¬ 
ators by the direct vote of the people, 
but wished to emphasize the fact that 
under right conditions the old system 
of a nomination In caucus and an elec¬ 
tion by the legislature would give full 
effect to the will of the people. From 
the conversations I had with citizens 
of all sections of Ohio 1 am confident, 
that the Pomerene election was ac¬ 
complished more as a result of a gen 
eral popular feeling for him than any 
political Intrigue. 

“Joe" Blackburn May -Come Back." 

The announcement of former Sen¬ 
ator Blackburn of Kentucky that be 
will be a candidate for the United 
Btales senate again against Senator 
Payijter bas awakened possibly more 
interest in Washington than prcbably 
any recent piece of political news 
“Joe" Blackburn was long’ene of the 
striking figures of the Democratic side 
of the senate. Perhaps no man was 
more popular than be. No longer 
young, for he bas passed his seventy- 
second year, he has the advantage of 
» vigorous constitution and a political 
experience hardly equalled by anyou# 
on the Democratic side today 

And don't forget that be Is a clever 
campaigner, besides being what they 
call in certain eections of Kentucky a 
mighty good orator. It was from the 
Blackburnian lips • there sprung) that 
famoua phrase concerning the support 
of a certain Democratic bill which 
had split the -'Democratic party to 
some degree: "He who dallies Is a 
dastard, and he who doubts Is damn¬ 
ed ' Deep sigh. went up from Ken¬ 
tucky when "Joe" Blackbufn took a 
profitable position under the Roose¬ 
velt administration as a member of 
the Panama Canal commission.

There is a similarity between 
political conditions In the nation 
this year and those, which ex¬ 
isted Just prior to the second elec¬ 
tion of Grover Cleveland in 1892. 
Then the White House was tenanted 
by an eminently respectable, even ad¬ 
mirable president. Benjamin Harrison, 
against whose official character no 
word was ever said, but who failed 
to Inspire any enthusiasm among the 
people. Officially he led the Republi¬ 
can party, but the passionate devotion 
of the rank and Ole of that organiza¬ 
tion was given to the more magnetic 
and spectacular Blaine, even though 
at the moment the latter was ap¬ 
proaching the period of senility. 

Today Taft officially leads his party, 
but at Oyster Bay is tho man who 
really holds the party following under 
his command. Beaten as he was In 
his New York fight, unhappy as his 
Infinence was upon) the fortunes of 
his party In Indiana and Ohio, Roose¬ 
velt la still- a force much to be reck¬ 
oned with. People here think that 
the Roosevelt plan Is to permit the 
Taft renomlnatlon with the virtual 
certainty of the defeat of the Repub¬ 
lican party In the pending presidential 
election. One Republican, statesman 
of national reputation, whose name I 
am not at liberty to mention, Insists 
that In this event four brief years of 
Democratic government will be fob 
lowed as was the Cleveland second 
term by another sixteen years of Re¬ 
publican domination. 

Signs Pointing to Democratic Realms. 
~ There Is no -doubt that conditions 
are ripe for a Democratic victory, al¬ 
though how enduring that triumph 
may be is a matter for debate. The 
Republican party is split, the Demo 
Cratlc organization more united than 
It has been In tbe present political 
generation. Business conditions are 
not especially cheering. Without any 
sign of panic, times are somewhat 
dull, and the party In power always 
suffers from such a situation. Taft 
while personally popular, evokes no 
political enthusiasm. Tbe high coat 
of living engrosses the attention of 
newspapers of all political faiths, and 
Is thus forced upon the attention of 
voters who migh; otherwise have 
ascribed their comparative poverty to 
what James J. Hill calls the "cost of 
high living." If people pay much at¬ 
tention to governmental expenditures, 
which sometimes I doubt, they can 
find no more extravagant congress 
than the one now proceeding slowly 
to Its end. The record cannot be 
made up until March 4th. but the 
clerks engaged in compiling it say 
that no congress in history bas appro¬ 
priated so lavishly as this one, which 
the voters of the country have vigor¬ 
ously dismissed.

Twenty-Four Hours’ Meals All Packed 
In a Can About the Size of 
a Cake of Kitchen 
Soap. 

Washington.—A half pound of grub 
a day for a hard-worked soldier sweat¬ 
ing in the trenches! Dinner, two and 
two-thirds ounces after a forced 
march, when he Is footsore and 
weary! Twenty-four hours' meals, 
all packed snugly in a tiny can, about 
as big as Bridget's slab of kitphen 
soap! 

Such is the invention of/Jen. Henry 
G. Sharpe, commissary general of 
tJncie Sam's army—the busy officer 
who thrice daily feds the 83.000 hun¬ 
gry mouths of our soldier boys. 

He is the first inventor you ever 
beard qf who hopes that there will 
never be any demand for the prize 
fruit of his genius. And this is be¬ 
cause this invention Is an "emergency 
ration," w-hose use would mean. In the 
first place, war—which General Sher¬ 
man rightly defined as "hell’’—and. In 
the second place, an unfortunate emer¬ 
gency of war resulting from a cutting 
off of the supplies of an army In The 
field. 

The sky-blue can, which holds au 
emergency breakfast, dinner and sup¬ 
per. all within Its tiny shell, is four 
and three-quarters Inches long, less 
than three inches broad, and an Inch 
and a quarter thick. You can wear 
one In your hip pocket without 
arousing the least suspicion that you 
are bearing refreshments less proper 
and polite. 

War breaks out, say, with the Japs, 
the Germans, or the bloomin’ British. 
Each Yankee brave in khaki bas one of 
these can of flrst-ald-to-the-empty 
dropped into his haversack, where it 
Jjeeps fresh for months, and where it 
must be regularly accounted for at in- 
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The New Army Emergency Ration.

In the can and saved, one for tomor¬ 
row's breakfast and the other for to¬ 
morrow's dinner, If need be. 

U his palate does not take to his 
compact meal In this dry form he can. 
with knife or bayonet scrape his slab 
over his tin cup and boil the scraplhgs 
three minutes In the cupful of water, 
thus brewing a hot beverage, which, 
In chilly weather, would undoubtedly 
be preferred to the e< !d. dry fodder.

A BAROMETER OF THE GROWTH 
OF THE AGRICULTURAL 
OI8TRICT8. 

The traveler passing through • 
country is Impressed favorably or oth¬ 
erwise l>y t hf» appearance of the towns 
along tbe line of railways. As they 
appear prosperous and of healthy 
growth he at once assures himself 
that there is either a local Industrial 
factor to cause It, or a splendidly 
developed agricultural area frou 
which is drawn the resources that 
contribute or make for the growth 
that is so readily apparent On the 
other hand, 'if evidence of Impover¬ 
ished streets, badly appearing resi¬ 
dences and business places and leth¬ 
argic citizens, there Is an absence of 
local Industry and surrounding agri¬ 
cultural prosperity. There la no line 
of railway, whether main or branch, 
throughout western Canada, that 
through tbe towns or cities that are 
built along the ribs of steel do not 
convey the most favorable Impression. 
The cause Is not always apparent, but 
the facta are there and easily seen. 
In most cases tbe growth and the rta- 
I blllty of these towns are caused by 
the excellent agricultural districts 
i that are tributary; Is some cases, 
manufacturing enterprises have 
sprung up, caused by the agricultural 
demands and needs. The Winnipeg 
Free Press and the Edmonton Bulle¬ 
tin have recently sent corps of cor¬ 
respondents through the provinces to 
secure data concerning the growth of 
the two or three hundred towns that 
have come Info existence during the 
past two or three years. The partic¬ 
ulars make Interesting reading, and aa 
one reads of the station house, the 
blacksmith shop, the hoarding house 
snd the store of April, being dwarfed 
in August by a hundred or more dwell¬ 
ings, by large hotels, by splendid 
stores, and a half dozen implement 
warehouses, net forgetting the two or 
three churches and the excellent pub¬ 
lic school buildings, it causes one to 
stop and think If they ever heard of 
such marvelo’us changes. Certainly 
not often. These are facts, though, as 
related of western Canada. Then, 
too. there are now cities—yes. cities 
of from ten to fifteen thousand people 
—where five or six years ago there 
wa.i but the bare prairie and the lone 
section post. The changes In the Ca¬ 
nadian West during the past eight 
or ten years have been marvelous, 
and It Is no Idle tale to say that the 
development In number and growth of 
the cities, towns and villages there 
In tbe past decade has eclipsed any¬ 
thing In the history of the building of 
a new country. Agriculture has been 
the basis, and it Is agriculture of the 
kind that Is lasting. The ease with 
which an excellent productive farm, 
capable of yielding a splendid living 
and large profit to the operator. Is 
such that It has encouraged thousands 
to follow that pursuit, and also other 
thousands on the limited and expen¬ 
sive farms throughout the Central 
Western States as well as some of the 
Coast States, to enlarge thetr field of 
enterprise. The climate Is excellent, 
and Just the climate that Is desirable 
for the healthy growth of man and 
the products of the field.

Enquired if we were “hiring” a certain “weekly” paper to abuse us. 


Of course every time a spot light is turned on from any source 
t offers a splendid chance to talk about the merits of the products , 
out ’pon honor now. we are not hiring that “Weekly.”

Our Company seems prominent enough for a sensational 
f.riter to go after, hunt for some little spot to criticise, then distort, 
twist and present it to the public under scare heads. 


So an attorney 'from New York spent more or less time for 
raenths in Battle Creek hoping to find impurities in our foods, or 
dirt in the factories.

The m'.mt Important are 
potash from ashes, weed waste, soap 
suds, and them ire a few .soils that 
In their natural state are entirely de¬ 
ficient In this elem-mt The Umber 
soils of our corn belt contain about 
two thousand pounds of phosphorus 
per acre.

If we use them up we have got to re¬ 
place them.
